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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board: 


This report covers the year ending June 30, 1921, 
and includes teachers and salary schedules, attendance, 
instruction, health, and changes in the school laws. 


Teachers and Salary Schedules 


This year. probably marked the apex of large in- 
creases in salary of those teachers who were not normal 
school graduates. These increases, varying from one 
hundred to three hundred dollars and proportionately 
larger among graduate teachers of experience, led one 
of our teachers to enter normal school, another to ac- 
cept a position in a larger school. The third teacher 
signed a contract with salary increase at the end of the 
previous year; but was unable to fulfill her contract the 
following September. As a result two schools were 
opened late in September and with substitute teachers, 
one of whom soon returned to a former teaching position 
in Massachusetts. 

The solution of the teacher problem in a town situated 
like Webster with several isolated one-room schools 
depends largely on our ability to send to normal school 
each year at least two local girls whose home and com- 
munity interest is in Webster and who can be expected 
to teach in their home town for one or more years after 
completing a normal school course.

Instruction 


Few changes have been made since last year in the 
details of instruction. The Thompson Minimum Es- 
sentials in Arithmetic, consisting of oral drills and 
written tests in the four fundamentals, were used to 
advantage in all grades to encourage greater speed and 
accuracy among pupils who were not fully qualifying 
for promotion. 

Precaution was taken in reading to secure more 
thought and content reproduction and to avoid as far 
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as possible with beginners rhyme and memory recital 
so often mistaken for reading ability. More systematic 
drill in phonetic spelling has been used to advantage 
in both spelling and reading ability. 

Considerable improvement was noticeable in pen- 
manship in all written exercises, and particularly in 
the spelling blanks where the pupil’s attention was not 
focused on penmanship and hence his true habits of 
penmanship were in evidence. 


Health 


The interest taken in all of the Webster schools by 
teachers and pupils in the study and practical applica- 
tion of personal hygiene and the formation of good 
health habits was of advantage in securing results in 
other lines of school work. The chief gains resulted 
from the regular brushing of teeth and abstinence from 
coffee drinking. 

A health campaign conducted by the members of the 
biology class of the Warner High school included all 
schools in the towns of Bradford, Sutton, Warner and 
Webster. A good health banner offered to the school 
securing the highest percent of health chores was won 
by the children at Corser Hill. 

The medical examination ofthe school children was 
made during the fall term by Dr. L. H. Cogswell.

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The table above enables comparison of the conditions 
found during two consecutive years. I find it to be the 
consensus of opinion among both dental and medical 
physicians, who make the school inspections, that poor 
dental conditions are largely responsible for many 
health defects, including diseased tonsils, which appear 
year after year. Such defects retard concentration up- 
on school work, cause irregular attendance, and result 
frequently in loss of age-grade promotion. 

A healthy body is essential to the normal develop- 
ment of a growing mind. 

After the improvement of sanitary equipment in- 
cluding adequate lighting and ventilating of the school 
buildings, along whitch lines the Town of Webster is 
making worthy progress, I would . recommend the 
maintenance of a dental clinic at a school house or other 
center in the town for a period of three or more days 
during the fall term of each year. I would not advise 
a free clinic. However there should be a sufficient ap- 
propriation so that the dental fees could be placed 
within the.means of all children. 


Changes in School Law 


The legislative act of*1919 provided that school dis- 
tricts qualifying for state aid must raise and appropri- 
ate for the maintenance of elementary schools, in which 
was included the junior and junior high school organiza- 
tions of the seventh and eighth grades, an amount equal 
to a five dollar tax per thousand dollars of the inventory 
valuation (Webster $500,000.00). 

In the spring of 1921 the legislature so amended the 
State Aid Act that the amount required to be raised 
by the district qualifying for state aid must equal a tax 
of five dollars per thousand dollars of the equalized val- 
uation (Webster $703,608.00). This amendment has 
served to throw back upon the school districts a large 
share of the increased cost of education. It has in fact 
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eliminated from state aid a considerable number of the 
smaller towns. 

Among the 256 school districts in the state in 1920-21 
arranged according to current local expenditures for 
public education, including the cost of both high and 
elementary schools and excluding the purchase of land, 
the cost of new buildings and equipment, and the pay- 
ment of debt on such lands and _ buildings, Bartlett 
Special District stands at the head of the list with a 
cost of $21.39 per thousand dollars of equalized yalua- 
tion. Webster is 227th from the head of the list with 
a current local expenditure of $5.25 per thousand dol- 
lars of equalized valuation. The cost in 148 districts 
in the state was more than $8.00 per thousand of their 
equalized valuation. A definite comparison of this type 
indicates that Webster’s increase in educational expendi- 
ture has not been extravagant. 


Conclusion 


The superintendent wishes to express his apprecia- 
tion to the parents, citizens, teachers and members of 
the School Board for their interest and hearty co-opera- 
tion in making successful the work of the past year.
